public school teachers were sent 
hack to their classrooms today by 
their union after a one-day walk- 
out that disrupted operations at 
practically all of the city's 900 
schools. 


Union leaders counted on early- 


morning radio hews broadcasts to 
carry the back-to-work call to the 
teachers. They had been instruct- 
ed to listen carefully to the pro- 
gram for strike developments. 


The decision'to end the strike 


was announced at 3:30 a.m. after 
a seven-hour meeting of the ex- 
ecutive board of the AFL-CIO 
United Federation1 of Teachers. 


Union President Charles Cogen 


said the board voted 32 to 12 to 
obey a State Supreme Court or- 
der against the strike which was 
obtained Wednesday by the Board 
of Education. 


Cogen, although denouncing the 


court order, said the teachers had 
to obey it and return to work or 
nin the risk of severe penalties.

his younger daughter behind the 
Iron Curtain after she returned 
to Lithuania to marry her nig* 
school sweetheart. 


"I had warned Regina for a 


long time that she should not re- 
tiurmi.to (Lithuania') Vilnius,:" said 
the. father, Paitlius Leonas. "I 
warned her again at the airport. 
But she didn't want to believe it." 


Leonas talked freely but angrily 


about an article in the Soviet 
newspaper Komsorriolsikayla Pttalv- 
da Tuesday. The .article1 quoted 
his daughter, Regina Leonasn 22, 
as saying the United States was 
a money-mad society and that she 
wanted to stay 
in her native 


Lithuania and never return to 
America. 


"Our daughter is an actual pris- 


oner," Leonas. said. "She would 
never have made those state- 
ments, because they are contrary 
to her convictions. She was forced 
by threats of violence. 


"Regina would be ashamed if 


she saw what has been printed 
about her." 


Regina and htar hroth'elr were 


separated from their parents for 
1'6 years1 during arid! aftesr World 
War II. Regina returned to Vil- 
nius, capital of Lithuania, last 
month to marry Stasys, Bikulcius, 
a young music teacher whom she 
met in high school.

"I'm prepared to fight—to fight 


for my own family," Leonas as- 
•s'trtec?, "Re'gina had lovd for 
1, ttet 


)oy, not for Moscow." 


Leonast, 415,, a rdal1 estate broken 
aid Regina had mixed emotions 
when she left March 21 for Lithu- 
inia, formerly a nation but now 


state in the Soviet Union.

"She wouldn't 
relieve us when we told her the 
langer of communism—that the 
lussians might be setting a trap 
for her. She had hot been entirely 
iappy here because she was lone- 
ly for tha boy." 


Leonas and his wife, Elena, 44, 


fled their Lithuanian home in 1944 
for Germany, leaving Regina and 
their son, Tomas, now 20, with 
their maternal grandparents on a 
farm near Vilnius. 


The Leonas' spent three years in 


Germany, three years in Englanc 
and three years in Canada before 
coming to Chicago in 1953. They 
Became citizens in 1959. 


From 1944 to 1955, they did no
